The town councils between Calgary and Red Deer | 
have a very important decision to make during the next | 
few days — that of deciding which company, A. G. 
Bailey and Associates, or Canadian Western Natura] 
Gas Co. Ltd., will be offered the franchise to supply nat- 
ural gas to the communities. 

The first contract for a franchise was received from | 
A. G. Bailey Co. and generally calls for a gas line con- | 
necting from Crossfield to Innisfail, leaving out Airdrie | 
and Penhold. The tentative rate would be from 42c to} 
45c per 1000 cubic feet of gas, and construction would | 
begin sometime before December 1952. 

The second contract for a gas franchise was sub- 
mitted by Canadian Western Natural Gas Co. Ltd., and 
would take in all the towns between Calgary and Red 
Deer The price for gas would be somewhere arounsu 50c 
per 1000 cubic feet, but this was only a tentative rate 
which it was pointed out by officials, would be finally | 
decided on by the Board of Public Utilities, which only | 
allowed rates to compensate a company up to 7} per) 
cent on investment. The Canadian Western Natural 
Gas Co. would start construction of a qas line cis soon 
as material is available, some of which is now on hand. 

Viewing the two proposals as an economic unit 
which would serve all the towns agitating for natural 
gas this past three years, it seems that in all fairness 
to Airdrie and Penhold no contract should be consid- 
ered which would deprive these communities of gas. 

On the other hand should A. G. Bailey Co. be qiven 
the franchise to supply gas at an estimated cos! of pos- | 
sibly $1,500,000, any future rate structure on a single | 
unit such as this would be based on the 7} per cent 
net profit allowed on total investment, plus cost of op- 
erating, office staff, etc., and any hopes of getting a rate 
like the 26 cents available in Calgary would be remote. 

Should Canadian Western Natural Gas Co, Ltd. be 
given the franchise there would be no further financing, 
the present office staff, technical men, etc., would be, 
able to handle the project, and the estimated $1,500,000 
cost would be spread over the entire system, which 
covers most of the natural gas outlets in Alberta at the 
present time. It may be necessary to pay a higher rate 
for two or three years until the rate structure could be 
submitted to the Board of Public Utilities, but when the 
Board did decide on a rate it should be the same or very 
similar to Calgary and other towns in the province now 
served by Canadian Western Natural Gas Co. Ltd. 

This paper does not favor any one Company as far 
as personalities are concerned. Most certainly the A. G. 
Bailey Company is entitled to some consideration, all 
things being equal, because of the interest and extra 
business created in this community by their oil activi- 
ties in the district, but it does not seem possible for a 
future rate which would equal that of the Canadian 
Western Natural Gas Company, nor will they give cts 
good a coverage of towns, according to plans submitted. 

The towns agreed at the outset to act as one unit 
in negotiating a contract for gas. If this is still the opin- | 
ion of representatives of the different towns, the major- 
ity vote should decide. Certainly no contract can be 
consummated on two different proposals. It's one tor 
all and all for one, or none for none-——and we want qas! 

In any case A. G. Bailey Co. will sell the gas since 
a market for it has to be obtained before oil will be cl- 
lowed to be produced by the Gas Conservation Roard 
of Alberta.

While it is disturbing to realize that there is no let- | 
up in the Communist endeavour to attain positions in 
industry which would enable them to carry out a pro- 
gram of espionage and sabbotage, it is re-ctssuring to 
know that the R.C.M.P. is on the job. Now, more them 
ever, the price of freedom is eternal vigilance.

yellow flowers, which open in the 
) evening. 

The seeds are frequent in clover 
seed, They are produced in large 
numbers in long, tapering, 4-celled 
capsules, two rows of seed in each 
cell, Which are clustered along the 
stems.

ANNUAL MOVEMENT OF 
HARVESTERS TO THE WEST 


| The annual movement of harvest- 
jers to the Prairie Provinces arrang. 
ed under Federal-Provincial Farm 

Labour Agreements is due to com 
mence this week, with the bulk of 
|} the movement taking place the lat- 
ter part of this month and the early 
part of September, it was announce 
| ed today by Hon. Milton F. Gregg, 
Minister of Labour. 

Present indications are that about 
3,000 workers will be required, but 
this figure may be increased de. 
pending on harvest conditions, the 
Minister pointed out. 

Recruiting of men for this har- 
vest excursion would take place in 
Ontario and Quebec, but care was 
being taken to see that only ex- 


perienced farm workers who could; 


be spared from agricultural work 
in their own areas would be accept- 
ed. 

All workers recruited from points 
in Quebec and Ontario were to be 
despatched to Winnipeg where dis. 
tribution to Prairie points would be 
made, Transportation was being 
provided for the workers at a low 
rate of $15.00 going and $11.50 for 
the return journey, 

In order to facilitate recruiting 
by the National Employment Ser- 
vice, double reply postcards were 
being railed to farmers in certain 
areas in Ontario and Quebec, the 
reply portion to be filled in by an 
eligible applicant and mailed to 
his nearest National Employment 
Service Office.
